Historic Note 


With these words of prayer we, the 
Association of the Physically Handicapped 
embarked on a mission in 1960 to educate, 
train and rehabilitate the orthopaedically 
handicapped. For us who had come 
together in 1959 as a friendship club, 
these words were indeed a source of 
inspiration. Today as friends enter the 
Centre, they will realise that faith can move 
mountains and understanding can achieve 
miracles. 


Our friendship club named itself ‘‘The 
Association of the Physically Handicapped’’ 
and not FOR the Physically Handicapped. 
When we did so on 11th January 1959, 
the orthopaedically handicapped had 
decided to help themselves although the 
initiative was taken by only a small group 
of disabled people along with their friends. 


Our desire to help handicapped first 
manifested itself in the form of small 
work-centre in a garage. A few handicapped 
people were engaged in embroidery, book- 
binding, paperbag making, and other 
similar jobs. But this kind of work was not 
paying. Still we did not give up this 


work till 1962 when Mysore Electrical 
Industry Ltd (MEI) gave us a few assembly 
jobs on atrial basis. Once this industry 
was Satisfied with the quality of work, it 
Started giving us more jobs regularly, And 
in doing so, it had become the pioneering 
industry to h«ve contributed to the welfate 
of the orthopaedically handicapped in 
Bangalore. This diversification was a 
turning point in the development of our 
Association, 


The enthusiasm of the handicappéd 
to do industrial jobs as well as of those 
who visited the garage was so great that 
we poised to launch on an expansion- 
programme. But for late Sri V T 
Padmanabhan’s generous gift of two acres 
of land in Fraser Town, Bangalore, the 
expansion would have remained a dream. 
(late Sri V T Padmanabhan is a well-known 
benevolent industrialist in Bangalore). It 
was not untill 1965 that we could make 
use of this land because it took us nearly 
two to three years to raise funds to put 
up a building. OXFAM of England came 
to our help with a donation of Rs. 40,000/- 
to put up the first block The breakthrough 
in convincing industries like ITI, Imperial 
Tobacco Company and others that the 
handicapped can do industiial jobs was 
achieved about this time, With the result 
we got more jobs for the trainees who 
were pouring into our centre in large 
numbers. The number of trainees increased 
from 15 in 1962 to more than 60 in 1965 
(many more were on the waiting list). 
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To meet the crying need of the adult 
handicapped to be trained and rehabilitated 
OXFAM of England and Hitfswerk Der 
Evangelischen _ Kirchen Der Schweiz 
(HEKS) of Switzerland donated over a lakh 
of rupees in 1968 to start a machine - shop 
which had a few lathes and apress. The 
disabled working on the machines was 
an eye-opener to industries in Bangalore. 
The progress we made in the next few 
years with a few industries feeding us 
with jobs was such it warranted notice by 
other industries in Bangalore, welfare 
organisations in and outside the country, 
and the public. From the inception, our 
Managing Committee which consists 
of 9 trustees and 5 annually elected 
members always planned and executed its 
activities with great insight and only with 
the welfare of the handicapped in mind. 
Inspite of it, we sometimes have been 
sadly misunderstood and we had to face 
labour problems as found In other similar 
institutions, Still we have not been daunted 
by impediments but have found renewed 
strength by overcoming them and we have 
set our minds in rehabilitation. 


Training is only a preparation for 
rehabilitation; only placement completes it. 
The major hurdle in providing training to 
the handicapped has almost been overcome. 
To solve this problem to an extent, a 
rehabilitation Centre was started in 1970 
with funds and machinery valued at Rs. 21 
lakhs provided by HEKS of Switzerland 
under the Indo - Swiss agreement. This 
project was inaugurated by the then 
President of India, late Sri V V Giri on 25th 
June 1972, 


Dr, Fritz Real, Swiss Ambassador, 
represented the people of Switzerland and 
BREAD FOR THE WORLD, West Germany 


and dedicated the Centre to the disabled in 
India. Mr. Hans Freudiger was the Director 
for this project. But for this generous gift, 
we would not have grown so fast in such 
a short time to train and rehabilitate the 
hundreds of disabled adults that we have 
since then. Even while this project was 
being planned, we were conscious that it 
was only a short term solution to the 
problems of rehabilitation for such a centre 
with limited sccpe for growth (because of 
the very nature of the work it does), can 
fruitfully absorb only a small percentage of 
the trained people. The rehabilitation of 
the handicapped will. be achieved in the 
fullest sense of the word only when the 
trained disabled are absorbed in the main- 
stream by industries as a normal course, 
Till that happens we have not achieved all 
our objectives. We are only too conscious 
of this and we have resolved to labour 
tiressly towards this end. 


We have never asked for charity, or 
special consideration for the handicapped; 
we only demand equal opportunities : 


“Try us — test and if we have per— 
formed satisfactorily, employ us”. 


That has been our appeal to employers 
& customers. | 


Present Activities 


"SHRADHANJALI’ INTEGRATED 
SCHOOL 


We always felt for any rehabilitation 
work the primary needs of the handicapped 
are medical and education. Even though 
we felt the need to start a medical centre, 
to take care all of needs of the handicapped 
children, we were unable to make a 
beginning because of the huge financial 
implications. Therefore, we launched on

educational programme with vety limited 
resources in 1973 in a small way. Since 
then we have been making slow but steady 
progress we always kept in mind _ that 
rehabilitation is complete only when 
integration is provided at all stages. Handi- 
Capped children who,have been in an 
atmosphere of prejudice and neglect should 
shed their complex and make best use of 
their potential. Since the disabled children 
in our special school are brought up along 
with the able-bodied children in the same 
environment from an early age, they do 
not have adjustment problems once they 
get into society. We believe that every 
child, handicapped or otherwise rich or 
poor has the right to make use of whatever 
talent it has and our school endeavours to 
provide the opportunity for it to do so; for 
“the woods would be very silent if no 
birds sang except those that sang best.”’ 


INDUSTRIAL TRAINING INSTITUTE 
FOR ORTHOPAEDICALLY 
HANDICAPPED 


To train the disabled in specific 
industrial trades, the training programmes 
were Reorganised in 1975 along the lines 
prescribed by National Council of Training 
in Vocational Trades, The programme now 
includes courses for Turners, Draughtsmen 
(Mech) Welders, and Fitters, and provides 
theoritical and practical training to the 
trainees in these fields. At the end of their 
training period, they appear for the exami- 
nations conducted by National Council of 
Trzining in Vocational trade (NCTVT), and 
obtain certificates from it. Trainees receive 
a stipend of Rs. 90/- a month during their 
training. The training centre more than, 
meets with the NCTVT standards so far as 
equipment, qualified staff and other faci- 
lities are concerned and it is temporarily 


recognised by the Central Government, The 
Government of Karnataka helps these 
programmes by stipendiary grant and 
Instructors’ salary. So far we have trained 
about 200 disabled persons in four trades. 


ADVANCED TRAINING CENTRE: 


A thing done is better done well than 
not done at all. Therefore to enable the 
disabled youths to equip them with practi- 
cal skills, we provide ‘on-the-job’ training 
for two years in bakelite & plastic mould- 
ing, diecasting, turning, welding & tool 
room. The State Government subsidises the 
stipends to these trainees. This year we 
have attempted to integrate the deaf and 
mute with orthopaedically handicapped in 
this scheme. We hope one day to be able 
to coach the deaf & mute along with 
orthopaedically hanpicapped for NCTVT 
exams. 


This centre has a full fledged tool 
room, an Injection & Compression Mould- 
ing, Pressure Diecasting, Sheetmetal & 
Welding & Machine shop. All these 
Machines are of Swiss make and turnout 
subcontract jobs in these areas for indus- 
tries in and around Bangalore. 


HOME BOUND PROGRAMME : 


We started in 1976 what we call 
‘Home Bound Programme’ Through this 
programme, the severely handicapped 
whom the industry will find it difficult to 
employ because of the severity of their 
handicap, are given light jobs like 
assemblies, filing, drilling, etc. These they 
do at their homes. The beneficiaries of 
this programme are about 100 men and 
women who are either overaged or under- 
qualified to undergo formal training. We 
have plans to rehabilitate such disabled 
men and women in different parts of 
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Bangalore, provided industries assure the The word “rehabilitation’’ is a word 
disabled of continuous light engineering which has a wide scope.

The United Nations declared 1981 as 
International Year of Disabled Persons. 
Countries throughout the world acclaimed 
the Declaration formed National Committees 
to plan programmes and events to observe 
lYDP. In India a National Committee was 
formed, which in turn constituted working 
Groups to consider specific aspects of the 
problems and needs of the handicapped 
and how they could be best met, The 
constitution of two of the working groups 
was particularly significiant — the Working 
group on legislation and the Working Group 
on Employment. 


1YDP was launched in India at a 


largely attended function in New Delhi at 


Prime Minister's residence. Inaugural 
functions at the State level were held too 
in many State Capaitals. Since the beginn- 
ing of January, references to the handi- 
capped, articles, interviews, features etc 
have appeared at frequent intervals in the 
Press, on Radio and onthe TV. Voulntary 
organizations throughout the country have 
held meetings, seminars, conferences and 
other functions, including a_ Float 
Procession designed to create greater 
awareness of the existence of the handi- 
capped and thair desire for integration in 


the community. 


Never in fact have the handicapped 
been so much in the limelight as they have 


Ly 


been in 1981 — the International Year o 

Disabled Persons. But how far does all 
this effect the handicapped in real terms? 
At the end of 1981 are they going to be 
any way better off than they were in 1980? 
Are the pious resolutions and ambitious 
plans adopted by the Government and the 
voluntary agencies of and for the handi- 
capped likely to be translated into positive 
action? These are questions to which 
there can be no definite answers. We can 
only make forecasts on the basis of past 
experience and statements that emanate 
from those who have the power to imple- 
ment the plans that have been end are 
being formulated. 


The creation of public awareness must 
undoubtedly prove beneficial. Here how- 
ever, itis essential that the hendicapped 
themselves and those who are concerned 
with their welfare both at the Governmental 
and voluntary levels, ensure that publicity 
is on the positive note. Ability rather than 
Disability should be emphasised. Efforts 
should be made to draw out constructive 


~ sympathy rather than pity. The image of 


LOY. 


the handicapped person portrayed should 
be one of a well adjusted, well groomed, 
self confident person and not of a helpless, 
and miserable individual. 


Legislation providing for basic rights 
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However, in the laws that are promulgated 
care will need to be taken that they are 
enforceable. If not, the only result will be 
that we shall have a few more laws on the 
Statute Book which remain unimplemented. 
It should also not be forgotten that the 
handicapped like other citizens of the 
Republic of India have Fundamental Rights 
and for this reason the emphasis should be 
laid on the handicapped citizen not being 
deprived of his Fundamental Rights, which 
in many cases is the position today. 


Plans drawn up for the welfare of the 
handicapped by Ministries of the Govern- 
ment of India and State Government 
Departments as also voluntary organisations 
should be realistic and not too ambitious. 
When, for example, only a small percentage 
of handicapped children are presently 
receiving education and only a few 
thousand of the millions of handicapped 
adults are in employment today it would 
be futile to draw up plans envisaging 
education for all or employment for all in 
the next five or ten yeers. Plans shouid 
be such that can be implemented, 


Setting of priorities is essential. With 
the enthusiasm created by lYDP there isa 
danger that certain eye-catching p/ojects 
and schemes will be allocated priority and 
funds while basic needs are left out. 


It is essential too that our planners 
realize that the welfare of the handicapped 
is only one part of the total development 
needs of the country. It would be futile 
to expect miraulous progress in the area of 
services for the handicapped when the 
country still lags behind in basics like 
water supply, medical facilities, roads 
industrial and agricultural” development 
etc. This is not to say that we should not 
aim at progress in the provision of services 
for the welfare of the handicapped, It is 


only that we should expect to achieve 
progress relative to the general progress of 
the country. Progress will indeed be 
spectacular when the country reaches the 
take-off stage. 


The handicapped themselves have an 
important role to play in ensuring that 
1YDP does not end as many other a ‘Year’ 
have ended, a forgotten symbol and a was- 
ted effort. Let not the Disabled end up for- 
gotten like the ‘Woman’ of 1975 or the 
‘Child’ of 1979. The handicapped have a 
duty to project themselves as able, capable, 
self confident individuals who ask for en 
opportunity in life on the basis of merit 
rather than charity. Let them not sit back 
and wait for things to fall in their laps but 
let them reach out for opportunities. Let 
them prove to themselves and to others 
that the loss of limbs, sight or hearing 
does not mean that they have to be 
relegated to the rubbish heap. They should 
demand their rights. They should be 
vocal. This does not mean indulging in 
agitation and aggressive acts like hunger 
strikes, lying on railway tracks, stone 
throwing etc. Such agitation can only 
serve to achieve the opposite result. 

A ‘year’ in the life of the disabled is 
only a fraction of time. Itis to be hoped 
that the International Year of Disabled 
Persons will bring forth long term planning 
which in many countries will result in the 
acceptance of a ‘National Decade of 
Disabled Person’ and hopefully even an 
‘International Decade of Disabled Person's. 


We must seize the opportunity provided 
by lYPD and work together to ensurea 
better future for the handicapped, We, 
the handicapped citizens of today may not 


necessarily benefit from the efforts being 
made today but let us work to provide a 
better furture for those who will be the 
handicapped citizen of tomorrow.

Royal Commonwealth Society for the Blind 
Prevents Blindness in India 


It is a contradiction of our age and 
times, that despite the nominal progress 
in Ophthalmology, preventable and curable 
Blindness in our country is on the in- 
crease. Causative factors of Blindness 
which can be completely eliminated still 
render thousands of children and adults 
sightless in India. 


Estimates as to the incidence of Blind- 
ness in India have varied from one 
source to the other. The latest survey 
earried out by the Indian Council of 
Medical Research puts the number of 
blind in our country at 95 million. 


Many and varied are the causes of 


blindness. However, cataract Xerophth- 


almia and glaucoma are major causes 
cf blindness in our country. It is be- 
lieved that 70 per cent of blindness is 
due to cataract, 10% due to Glaucoma 
10% due to corneal diseases and the 
remaining 10% due to miscellaneous 
causes, As per the 1971 census, 80% 
of the population in India lives in the 
rural areas and therefore it can be 
assumed that four out of every five 
blind or visually handicapped persons 
are living in the rural areas. 


FAUCITY OF PERSONNEL 


No definite statistics are available as to 
the exact number of Ophthalmic surgeons 
in the country. However, it is estimated 
that there are not more than 3000 
doctors in the country who are practising 
Ophthalmology including those who do 
not hold special ophthalmic qualifications

Nearly five hundred qualified eye sur- 
geons are members of the staff of a 
little over 100 medical colleges. Approxi- 
mately 2000 eye surgeons are practising 
in urban or semi-urban towns. For the 
bulk of the rural population of our coun- 
try there are hardly 500 eye surgeons 
whose services are available in some 
measure to 500000 viliages of our 
country, 


It is apparent therefore that no measures 


short of steps on a_ war footing can be 
acequate to meet the challenge of advan- 
cing blindness affecting the child and 
adult population of our country. Grimly 
awere of this sad _ situation, the Royal 
Cor:monwealth Society for the Blind 
(RCSB) decided to launch a campaign to 
prevent preventable and cure curable 
blindness. 


EYES OF INDIA CAMPAIGN : 


In order to prevent preventable blindness 
and cure curable blindness the RCSB 
launched ‘Eyes of India Campaign’ in 
January, 1970. The strategy evolved 
encompassed the harnessing of all pos- 
sible resources of men and material and 
their effective deployment in areas mainly 
rural, needing attention and action. Wit® 
this end in view service clubs such as 
the Rotary, the Lions, Y’s Men Club, 
Semi Government Organisations such as 
the Gram Panchayat, Zillah Parishad and 
State Departments of Health were approa- 
ched and involved in the organisation 


of eye camps. 


An eye Camp so to say iS a temporaiy 
setting up of a field hospital to render 
on the spot medical care and attention, 
to a given group of people located far 
away from permanently established cen- 
res of medical care and attention. By 
its very nature and constitution, an eye 
camp can only perform limited type of 
work. In fact eye camps are not new to 
india. For five decades and more these 
have been organised to serve the suf- 
fering masses. What is new however is 
the employment of the improved surgical 
techniques, use cf antibiotic and Strict 
observance of a septic Conditions which 
yield almost hospital spectacular results. 


A school building, a Dharmshala, a temple 
premises, a church building, a private 
house or: even tents are requisitioned 
and converted into a temporary field 
hospital. The place is scrupulously clean 
and at times even washed. Pamphlets, 
hand bills, the beating of drums; radio 
announcements in rural broadcasts, pos- 
ters on public transport and_ public 
places announce the date and place of 
the eye camp which normally last from 
7 to 10 days The- lay volunteers and 
the expert medical personnel literally 
work from dawn to dusk, very often 
late into the nights for the success of 
the eye camps. ‘ 


733509 People Receive Sight : 


The Royal Commonwealth Society for 
the Blind launched the ” Eyes of. India 
Campaign” in 1980 through its eye Camps 
program nes. In the last 11years, in India, 
through. thouands of eye Camps sponsored 
each year by the Royal Commenwealth 
Society for the Blind, 6506400, people 
got their eyes examined and treated 
for various of 7,33 503 totally _blind 
people was restored. 


Prevention of Malnutritional 
Blindness : 


Over 40000 children go totally blind 
and 78000 children partially blind each 
year before their sixth birthday due 
to Xerophthalmia arising out of Vitamin 
R deficiency. The Government of India 
has already set up programmes for 
control of visual impairment and pre- 
vention of Blindness arising out of 
Xerophthalmia. The Royal Common- 
wealth Society for the Blind has set up 
pilot projects in control matnutritional 


blindness in’ States of Gujarat Tamil 


Nadu and U.P. and is expanding its 
existing programmes in the coming 


years. 


Objectives: 


The objective, in the five years commen- 
cing 1981, is to establish in each State 
of India were there is a high prevalence 
of Xerophthalmia at least one community- 
based project. This project will be 
designed, within a limited area but with 
effective management and evaluation by 
the end of five year, the prevalence and 
incidence of blinding malnutrition will be 
reuuced to the point, where control can 
henceforward be maintained as routine 
public health measure. 


Support to Blind Welfare Activities 


The Royal Commonwealth Society for the 
Blind is also supporting welfare activities 
for the blind conducted by organisations 
for the blind in different parts of India 
in, education, rehabilitation and placement 
of the Blind. Under its sponsorship pro- 
gramme, the RCSB is Supporting educa- 
tion of the blind children at 13 different 
institutions in 6 States viz: Maharashtra, 


Gujarat, Karnataka, Kerala, Tamil Nadu’ 
and West Bengal under its Common- 
wealth Opportunity Fund and SHE Fund 
Typewriters and other aids have been 
provided to blind women and college 
going blind students of Maharashtra, 
Karnataka, and Kerala States. 


To promote employment of the blind 
the RCSB has given financial assistance 
to the National Association for the Blind 
(NAB) to set up employment bureaus 
for the blind in Delhi, Gujarat, Maha- 
rashtra, Madya Pradesh, Karnataka, Kerala, 


Tamil Nadu and West Bengal. It also 
assisted the NAB in setting up vending 
stands programme for the blind in the 
Bombay City under self employment 
scheme. 


In the field of rural employment of the 
Blind, this. Society has given financial 
assistance to the Tata Agricultural and 
Rural Training Centre for the Blind in 
Gujarat and for two other rural training 
programmes in Karnataka and Andhra 
Pradesh.
